A “producers’ refinery,” which will use 
20,000 barrels of crude oil monthly, in¬ 
suring a much better price for petro¬ 
leum, is a feature of the oil situation in 
Los Angeles. “When this refinery is 
put in operation the price of crude oil 
in Los Angeles will not be less than 75 
cents a barrel,” said an oil authority. 
The new concern will operate the Frank¬ 
lin Refining Company’s plant. 

The schooner Norman Sunde, owned 
and sailed by John Daniels of Seattle, 
lies a hopeless wreck on Five Finger isl¬ 
and, Alaska. Nothing has been heard of 
Captain Daniels and his crew of four 
men. It is thought, however, at Wran- 
gel Narrows that they are safe. This is 
mere presumption, arising from the fact 
that the boat was wrecked in such a 
position that it would seem as if the 
men could have reached shore. The 
storm following that of Christmas night 
was the undoing of the Sunde. She was 
driven on the rocky shore and battered 
to pieces. The Sunde was one of the 
best-known fishing vessels on the Coast. 
In the summer she lay off Cape Flattery, 
but in winter worked further north. 
Captain Daniels’ family lives in Seattle. 

The great Nome mining interests of 
Jafet Lindcberg and Eric O. Lindbloom, 
who have heretofore operated as simple 
partners, have beeir incorporated under 
the name of the Pioneer Mining Com¬ 
pany, with a capital stock of $5,000,000. 
A large portion of the stock has been 
sold to Swedish capitalists through San 
Francisco brokers. A cablegram an¬ 
nounces that moneyed men of Stockholm 
and Stredberg have taken up all the 
stock allotted to them, amounting to 
nearly $1,000,000. Lindeberg and Lind¬ 
bloom still retain a controlling interest 
in their properties. Tim mines which 
the new company will operate are among 
the richest in the Nome district. They 
insclude several score of claims on Anvil 
and other creeks which have proved ricli 
gold producers. The new company will 
furnish ready capital with which t;» op¬ 
erate on a large scale, the object being 
to work out claims as rapidly as possi¬ 
ble. New machinery will be installed 
and a large force of men put to work. 

The Southern Pacific Company has be¬ 
gun a suit to prevent the reduced rates 
on crude petroleum, which were recently 
fixed by the Railroad Commissioners, 
from going into effect on January 8, 
1!)Q2, as the Commissioners ordered. In 
its complaint the company says that the

New York.—Mayor Low issued the fol¬ 
lowing remarkable statement last Sat¬ 
urday afternoon: “Pretty definite ru¬ 
mors have reached me that money is be¬ 
ing used to induce the Aldermen elected 
on the Fusion ticket to stay away from 
the meeting of the Board for organiza¬ 
tion on Monday next, or, if present, to 
vote against the Fusion side.

Nantes (France).—Lc Petit Phare 
publishes a leading article entitled the 
“White Slave Trade,” in which the pa¬ 
per follows up the charges of crimping 
methods employed at Portland, Or., con¬ 
tained in a letter signed by eight French 
captains and dated Portland, November 
22d, and published by this paper Dec. 
28, in which the writer asked the 
French Consul-General at San Francisco 
to intervene and demand a Government 
inquiry into the subject. The article 
contains extracts from letters of captains 
showing that eighty-seven French sail¬ 
ors were beaten and deserted their ships 
at Portland during the month of No¬ 
vember. 

Lc Petit Phare urges that French dip¬ 
lomatic action be taken in this matter, 
and says: “This scandal must cease. It 
extends even to San Francisco.

Other things being equal, if a team will 
walk 50 per cent faster than another 
It will be worth 50 per cent more. Once 
let the public become interested in fast 
walkers and the breeding of farm and 
draft horses would be conducted with 
that end in view, to the great benefit 
of all concerned in such stock. 

Sheltering Tools. 

The farmer cannot afford to have 
good tools and machinery on his farm, 
unless he can afford to have buildings 
to protect them from tho weather, and 
he cannot spend an hour or a day more 
profitably than in cleaning them up, 
overhauling them and making repairs 
on them before they are likely to be 
wanted again. Tlie plows, harrows and 
more expensive machinery loft out of 
doors this winter will deteriorate In 
value more than one-fifth. The loss 
would more than pay the interest on 
tho cost of a good building to shelter 
them in, and in many cases exceed the 
taxes on the farm. If they were not 
properly cared for when last used, take 
oue of these fine days and gather them 
up, clean them, oil all the iron work 
and paint all the wood work. Never 
mind getting a painter to do the job. 
Buy a can of ready mixed paint and a 
cheap brush. Use hny color that you 
like, but use it freely, not as an orna¬ 
ment, but as a preservative of the wood 
as the oil is of the Iron. We heard of’ 
two farmers who owned a harrow in 
partnership, and thought it should be 
painted, but could not agree on the 
color. Finally they compromised, and 
one painted his half black, while the 
other used yellow ochre. We never 
learned which half wore out first. 
While overhauling, see that all bolts 
aud nuts are in place aud broken parts 
mended.—Masachusetts Ploughman. 

Comfort for the Hog. 

The comfort of any living thing 
means a‘ great deal, and if a bog Is not 
comfortable, he will not do his best. 
The real object In keeping hogs Is to 
make a profit out of them, and the hog 
that will respond the best to good care 
and a variety of feed is the best l)og 
to have, says the New York Farmer. 

There Is no profit in keeping hogs to 
see how much cold and beat they can 
stand, or to see how long they will live 
shut up in a small yard, fed on dry 
corn and filthy water. You can’t starve 
a hog into dollars. The nearer we can 
come to supplying all the needis of our 
hogs, the more pay we will get for our 
labor. There cannot be a set of Iron 
rules laid down, governing the feed and 
care of a herd of hogs. We must use 
our thinking apparatus and keep the 
hogs comfortable. A good breeder was 
asked, “How do you mix your swill?” 
He replied, “I mix it with brains.” 

We can’t make a success unless we 
give our business our best thought. 
We must study the hog, his wants, and 
keep him so his coat is sleek, with a 
nicely tipped ear and two curls in his 
tail, contented, happy and comforta¬ 
ble. 

HoncT in the Cellar, | 

The average cellar in most plgccs is 
about the worst place that could be 
i chosen to keep honey, remarks an ex- 
i change. For extracted honey choose a 
I dry place, for comb honey a place that 
! is dry and warm. A place that will not 
keep salt dry will not do for honey. It 
absorbs moisture as does salt and will 
become thin and in time may sour. 
Comb honey in a damp place will at¬ 
tract moisture, and finally the cells will 
become so full that the honey will 
ooze out-through the cappings and 
weep over the surface. Freezing will 
crack the comb. A good place to keep 
honey is in the warmest part of the 
kitchen, perhaps on the upper shelf @f 
the cupboard. 

Tjrinfir Up Berry Bushe*. 

Where the snow is liable to drift and 
bank up over raspberry canes, break¬ 
ing them down, it is a good plan to 
group them in bunchei^nd tie the tops 
of a dozen to twenty canes together 
very much as a shock of corn fodder is 
tied, using a piece of wire. This keeps 
them erect, and the weight of the 
snow will come on the whole bunch 
rather than on each cane singly. They 
usually break so low as to be useless. 
To keep them from breaking is the 
thing to do. 

To Clean Milk Utensil*. 

Rinse first with cold water and then 
wash thoroughly with hot water and 
afterward introduce live stenn% if pos¬ 
sible. If this is not available, keep in 
boiling water for eight or ten minutes. 
Let them stand in the sun as much as 
possible.

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STATES JOIN AT "CORNERS/* 

Spot Where Utah, Co lor ad o, New Mexi¬ 
co and Arizona Meet. 

The “four corners” where Colorado, 
Utah, New Mexico and Arizona join Is 
a unique one from the fact that it Is the 
only place where four States, Territo¬ 
ries or provinces join. This is tru£ not 
only as regards to the United States, 
but it is true as to the world. At no 
other point in/the United States do 
more than two State corners touch 
each other. 

The “four corners” is a spot seldom 
heard of, us it is so difficult of access 
that few tourists see It. The nearest 
railroad station is at Mancos, Col., 
nearly a hundred miles away, and the 
road from there leads past the Ute In¬ 
dian agency at Navajo Springs to the 
San Juan River. From there a trail 
leads to the monunuAit which marks 
the corners. This trail crosses the San 
Juan River near Scott’s trading post, 
which is in Utah near the Colorado 
line. It leads along the foot of the 
San Juan bluffs until it reaches a spur 
of the Carizzl mountains, at the top of 
which the monument is located. This 
is of the usual type erected by the gov¬ 
ernment to mark State corners and 
boundary lines and Is a simple shaft, 
inscribed with the names of the adja¬ 
cent territory. About is a pile of rocks 
to protect it. A few years ago the 
monument was destroyed by tlie Nava¬ 
jo Indians, but it was rebuilt during 
the past summer by tbe United States 
surveyors. 

This ls a point where a wagon could 
be placed so that its,four wheels would 
be in four different jurisdictions. A 
man’s hand placed on the shaft Is In 
two States aud two Tewitories aud a 
person is thus -divided >as to jurisdic¬ 
tion.

It la Green In Color and For a 
collar Reason. 

It is a very curious fact that certain 
plants grow" and thrive on the hair of 
sloths. Apart from its extremely coarse 
and brittle nature, the most striking 
peculiarity of the outer hair of the 
sloth is its more or less decidedly green 
tinge. Now. green is a very rare color 
among mammals, and there ought 
therefore, to lie some special reason for 
its development In the sloth, and. as a 
matter of fact, the means by which 
this coloration is produced is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena in the 
whole animal kingdom, so marvelous, 
i indeed, that it is at first almost impos- 
I slide to believe that it is true. 

1 The object of this peculiar type of 
! coloration is. of course, to assimilate 
I the animal to its leafy surroundings 
i t nd thus to render it as inconspicuous 
I llS possible, and when hanging in its 
I us ual position from the underside of 
Though its long, coarse anil green 
i tinged hair is stated to render the sloth 
almost Indistinguishable from the 
bunches of gray green lichens among 
which it dwells. In the outer sheath

—namely, a one celled alga.

The poi¬ 
sonous fabrics caused the injured mem¬ 
ber to swell terribly. Blood poison de¬ 
veloped and she died in agony. 

Kugar I*. Secgef. a Chicago traveling 
twin, carelessly picked a pimple, which 
appeared on his face, with a pin at 
Ithaca, 1 X. Y„ and died shortly from 
blood poison. 

\\ itliin a week the dentist’s chair cost 
three lives in more or less direct way. 
At Sioux City. Iowa, the tilling of a 
tooth caused a stroke of apoplexy to 
Dr. Adelaide E. Kilbourne, and she 
died as she was leaving the chair. At 
Loyal, Wis., an aching tooth drove ICim- 
bal J. Berry to a dentist. It was a mo¬ 
lar, far back in the jaw, and was so 
firmly rooted that in the pulling of it 
the jaw bone was fractured. Blood poi¬ 
son set in, killing the patient in a few 
days. In Chicago the other day Hiss 
Mamie Ferry, of Oak Park, died from 
fear of the dentist’s chair, to which she 
was going. 

Little Barbara Bothman, of Jackson.

In the appendix the acorn was found, 
much enlarged from the heat and moist¬ 
ure. The child swallowed it at piny. 
She died from the operation. 

Lloyd Rogers, of Galesburg, Ill., got 
a grain of corn In his trachea and was 
seized with a violent fit of coughing 
from which he died. 

MESSENGER GIRLS IN LONDON. 

Managers Say They Give Better Serv¬ 
ice than Boys. 

There is a new kind of messenger 
boy in London. The new messenger 
boy does not smoke cigarettes, or loiter, 
or swear, or tight. The new messenger 
boy is always neat and tidy, never im¬ 
pudent or unruly. This is because the 
new messenger hoy is a girl. Iteuter’s 
Telegraph Company, in London, has 
lately tried the experiment of employ¬ 
ing girls as well as boys for messenger 
work. The experiment has been more 
than successful, and twenty-four girls 
are now in the employ of Reuter’s, and 
more are being engaged all the time. 
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The girls are paid only .<2.50 per week, 
hut they are well satisfied with their 
pay, and perform their duties in a man¬ 
ner which leaves nothing to be desired. 
The . plan of having messenger girls 
lias proved so successful in London 
that the extension of the idea to this 
country is being discussed, and unless 
the American messenger boys take 
warning and swear off on some of their 
unpleasant characteristics, they may 
awake some fine morning to discover 
a lot of pretty young girls in a neat 
blue uniform carrying telegrams and 
delivering notes and parcels in their 
stead. 

GIANTS AMONG THE SEALS. 

Hatiits of an Interesting Group of Am- 
phiba of the South Pacific. 

Professor C. Chun, a German scien¬ 
tist, has begun making a study of the 
gea elephants, the gigantic seals found 
in many portions of tire South Pacific 
ocean. He has been assisted ill his 
wefk by Robert Ilall, a learned natur¬ 
alist, and the two investigators have 
gleaned many new facts relative to 
their habits and life. 

These interesting seals are only found 
in the southern sea, and mainly in the 
vicinity of the Kcrgueles Islands, 
where they go In August for the pur¬ 
pose of pairing. They remain there un¬ 
til February- or March. During the win¬ 
ter they are very dull and apathetic, 
but spring approaches they become 
more lively. Of human beings they 
are not in the least afraid. Mr. Hall 
says that he went several times through 
a herd of forty or fifty animals while 
they were dozing, and only a few were 
disturbed by him. 

These seals live In communities, and 
in a single bay may often be seen from

Ormond, of Milwaukee, 
was treating a horse that was in agony 
and in leaning over the animal to ad¬ 
just a rope around its hoof, the touch 
of the doctor’s hand caused the nerv¬ 
ous auimal to strike out with its hoof, 
striking the man in the forehead, kill¬ 
ing him almost instantly. 

David Gregg, of Salt Lake City, al¬ 
most tiled to death the other evening 
without knowing it. He accidentally 
thrust both hands through a plate glass 
window, but did not mind it. Later he 
felt a stinging sensation in his hands 
and fainted. It was found that two 
arteries had been severed, one requiring 
nine stitches and the other six, before 
the flow of blood could be checked. I» 
these last few days, however, no other 
class of accidents has compared in 
fatalities to the accidents in the hunt¬ 
ing fields. Scores of men have been 
killed or injured while deer hunting. 
When one also considers the large 
number of sick people who have taken 
poison for medicine in dark rooms the 
list of these peculiar fatalities will be 
greatly swelled.

put on a hew coat. During the winter 
he saw several seals killed, and not a 
particle of food was found In their 
stomachs. 

Mr. Hall, on the other hand, says that 
the seals during this period feed once 
a day, going dAwn to the water to ob¬ 
tain a supply of fish. In any case, It is 
certain that these animals can live 
without food for a long time since they 
have under their skin a layer of fat 
which is fifteen centimeters in thick-

THE PECAN CRAZE IN GEORGIA. 

Just as was the craze for setting out 
orange groves in Florida twenty years 
ago, so is it now in planting pecan groves 
in Georgia. Hundreds of acres have 
been planted during the last ten years, 
but at the present time greater interest 
is manifested in this industry than ever 
before, one gentleman near Columbus, 
Ga., intending to set eighty acres in 
pecan trees. The trees planted fifteen 
or twenty years ago are bearing profit¬ 
able crops of fine nuts now, and this lias 
decided the course of those who were 
waiting and doubting the result—and 
now everybody is going to plant pecans, 
and the prospect is that pecan nuts will 
become one of the staple crops of the 
State. A Georgia editor (Alabany Her¬ 
ald) writes: 

Within the next decade Georgia will 
be gathering more pecan nuts than any 
other State in the. Union, and the Geor¬ 
gia product will be bringing more in the 
market than nuts grown in other States, 
because they will be of such superior 
quality. Within the next three years the 
acreage in pecan in the Empire State of 
the South will be greater than that in 
peaches, although the acreage in peaches 
at the present time would aggregate 
many thousands of acres. The two as¬ 
sertions that we have made here may' 
seem extravagant to some readers, but 
they are well within conservative bounds. 
* * * In Southwest Georgia, where 

agricultural lands are still cheap, and 
.where the march of progress is rapid and 
now irresistible, pecan culture oilers rare 
inducements, and the wise man who 
plants a grove now paves the way to 
financial independence ten or fifteen years 
lienee.—Tribune Farmer. 

THE BEST HOGS. \ 

In a lately published letter by Pro¬ 
fessor C. S. Plumb, he calls attention to 
a fact that no doubt every wide-awake 
hog man lias noticed and looked upon 
with more or less consternation. That 
is, in the effort to get the popular 
breeds of hogs up to a point at which 
the pigs will put oil more fat and weigh 
more for the same consumption of food 
by the time they are six months old, 
they are gradually lessening the repro- 
ductiveness of the sows and weakening 
the constitution of the pigs. Hog men 
seem to lie confronted with a dilemma. 
If they undertake to produce a sow that 
will have large litters, they will have to 
cross the full bloods with some razor- 
back stock, and then the pigs will eat 
their heads off before they ever get ready 
for market. There is strong need here 
for some one to map out a new line. 
The American people do not seem to take 
to lean hogs or lean bacon. The farm¬ 
ers want a hog that will weigh 200 
pounds at six months and the people 
want fat meat. So there is a premium 
upon the kind of hogs that seldom go be¬ 
yond six at a litter and that will con¬ 
vert corn into lard faster than any other 
kind. It may be that if much greatier 
care is used in selecting full blood brood 
sows that will have large litters, the 
problem can be solved. It is a very im¬ 
portant matter and should have serious 
thought from every farmer who raises 
hogs. Then, if a material difference is 


made in the price of tested sows that 
bring good litters, it will pay both the 
breeder who sells and the farmer who 
buys.—Exchange. 

TO KEEP APPLES. 

The following way of keeping apples 
can hardly be considered according to 
the rules, hut we publish it as a small 
scrap of evidence on a big matter. At 
a meeting of Minnesota horticulturists ! 
Feorge Andrus read a paper on “A 
Good Way to Keep Apples in a Com-' 
inon Cellar. ’ ’ Pack the apples care-! 
fully in a barrel or box, keep them 
moist by pouring water on the cellar 
floor and upon the apples themselves. 
The fruit should be protected from! 
light and air. The air draws the 
moisture from the apples, and so will 
paper, if the apples are wrapped in it. I 
Mr. Andrus says in this way he has 
kept Tollman Sweets ten months, Wil -' 
low Twigs twelve months, Golgen 
Russells thirteen months, and they 
were just as fresh as when taken from 
the trees. The best success he ever j 
had in keeping apples was one spring 
when the water flooded his cellar. The 
waiter was two and one-half inches 
deep. This method is certainly worth , 
trying in a small way, but is such an 
innovation that it will be best not to 
risk too much in the first trials. 

The man who breeds horses on the farm 
must avoid the competition of the ranch- i 
man and he must do it by the excel¬ 
lence of his products. Size is one of the 
important points of high selling horses 
nowadays. Quality counts for more 
than it ever did, but a small horse of j 
good quality will not sell like a good! 
sized one of the same order. No breeder j 
should sacrifice style and soundness for 
size, nor is it necessary to do so. 

Turkeys are wide wanderers by na- j 
ture, and as a result they require a kind i 
i °f attention not required by other fowls, j 
i Most of the trouble, however, can be! 
avoided by giving them a small feed of j 
I corn every evening until they acquire I
